SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Orgas 7 is classified as 
Objectionable. 

The magazine is classified as an objectionable publication because it tends to support 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

Orgas 7 is a glossy publication that contains a large proportion of coloured and explicit 
photographic images of male to female sexual activity. The magazine is intended to 
be read by a predominantly male readership for the purpose of sexual titillation. One 
section depicts a woman engaged in sexual activity with a man. Prior to this sexual 
activity taking place, the woman is placed in a room filled with stuffed toys. She is 
wearing a headband and fellating a dildo; her posture and demeanour also appears 
consistent with that of a school-aged teenager. The subsequent sexual activity takes 
place in the same room and the toys are constantly in view. The continual presence of 
the toys suggests that the woman is to be regarded as a young teenager. The 
magazine therefore tends to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in 
classifying this magazine. The publication has been deemed to be objectionable 
under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Section 
3(2) deeming provisions are inconsistent with and override the rights and freedoms 
contained in the NZBR Act. 
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
